Xy  hostile  and  they  fled  to  Ireland  -only  to  find  they  had  gono 
from  bad  to  worse:  fhe^  next  novo  was  to  America  -  to  Maryland, 

uolll  f  ollov/ing  tradition  Mr  Fog  n^ys  that  as  near  as  ho  could 
learn  "they"  landed  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  about  1690  and  finally 
settled  in  Frederick  Co  Md. ,  where  hie  groat-groat-grcJ^d  father, 
Goorgo  Fee  located.Hc  adds  that  George  Feo*s  wife  was  Pamoll  Fee. 

Much  of  this  is  erroneous  but  it  has  more  ofa  basis  than  have 
most  traditions  of  equal  antiquity.  I  made  a  careful  search  of  the 
Maryland  i ©cords,  Church  and  State,  quite  recently! these  records 
v/ere  not  c,s  full  of  Fee  history  as  I  had  hoped  to  find  them,nor,ou 
tho  other  hand  ware  they  by  any  means  barren.  The  first  of  the  none 
to  reach  Maryland  was  George  Fee,  and  apparently,  he  camo  alone.  It 
is  oertain  he  arrived  in  the  Colony  prior  to  1700; the  first  record  e

Lhe  Land  Office  Reoord3  I  find  that  William  and  Richard  Pur¬ 


nell  had  many  transactions  in  land;  they  patented,  jointly,  "Pai-t- 
nership"  (which  by  the  way  is  now  in  Caroline  Co)  upon  a  branch  of 
tho  Eastern  branch  of  Chop tank  Rivsp, (Liber  22  page  23)  and  that 
V/illium  Purnell  was  also  interested  in  "Purnells  Addition"  whioh 
adjoinod  Purnells  Fosyost  "betwixt  the  head  of  the  Choptank  River  and 
Tuokohoe  Creek*  (1688),  There  were  other  Purnells,  of  later  genera¬ 
tions  who  appear  in  tho  records: In  fact  it  is  a  well  known  none  in 
Maryland  today. 

I  have  entered  into  those  particulars  because  of  what  up-
